According  to  Leithwood 
and  Montgomery,  the  most 
effective  school  principals 
are  at  Level  Four:  they  are 
Systematic  Problem 
Solvers.  Such  principals 
select  the  goals  they  work 
toward  from  multiple 
public  sources;  they  use  a 
wide  variety  of  strategies; 
their  expectations  are  based 
on  knowledge  and  research, 
their  own  professional 
judgment,  and  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  other  respected 
practitioners.  The  goals  of 
these  effective  principals 
are  directed  toward  the 
achievement  and  the 
happiness  of  their  students. 
Going  down  the  scale, 


do  you  recognize  a  princi¬ 
pal  you  know?  At  Level 
Three  there’s  The  Program 
Manager.  Program  Mana¬ 
gers  rely  on  established, 
well-tested  strategies. 
Occasionally,  they  may 
consult  reports  of  relevant 
research.  They  work  per¬ 
sistently  to  implement 
effective  programs  in  their 
school’s  classrooms.  As 
with  Level  Four  princi¬ 
pals,  their  goals  are 


directed  toward  the 
achievement  of  their 
students. 

Then  there's  the  Level 
Two  Principal  —  The 
Humanitarian.  Above  all 
else,  this  principal  is 
concerned  about  interper¬ 
sonal  relationships  — 
especially  among  his  or 
her  staff.  While  Humani¬ 
tarians  are  proactive  in 
their  decision-making  about 
interpersonal  relations  in 


their  schools,  they  are 
largely  reactive  in  other 
decision-making  areas. 

At  the  bottom  of  the 
scale,  exercising  the  least 
effective  pattern  of  princi¬ 
pal  behavior,  is  The  Ad¬ 
ministrator,  whose  goals 
are  derived  primarily  from 
personal  need.  This  princi¬ 
pal's  main  concern  is 
running  a  “smooth  ship.”
